Ward One Showed a Good 


Front at Last Night's 


Meeting. 


ITS TRUE SENTIMENT IS OUT 


A Meeting at the Call of the Ward Com- 


mittee Is Largely Attended. Chair- 


man Tower Explains the 


Situation and Every 


One Senses It. 


Ward 1 held a preliminary meeting last 


evening in response to a call from the 
ward committee. A. H. McDonald, chair- 
man of the committee, called the meeting 
to order and stated the objects, etc., 
which were to name a list of delegates to 
be presented at the caucus next Tuesday 
evening, to represent the ward in the 
various conventions to he held at the fall 
election, and also to discuss candidates.

A Man With 
Clairvoyant 


Powers Working on the 


Reed Case. 


HAD A STARTLING VISION 


Went Into the Hill Tops to Submit Him- 


self to the Forces That Controlled 


Him. 
Saw a Face and 


He Wants to See 


Another. 


There Is now a strange detective on the 


Reed murder case. HeisT. W. Dndham, 
who is living at 51 Eagle street in this 
city at the present time. Mr. Dudham 
claims to be an old detective, one who 
worked in Washington under a promi- 
nent officer during the war. He does not 
come here to work on the case in the in- 
terest of any detective agency nor to 
work for any paper, though he would at 
present take assistance from any source- 
Mr. Dudham is something of a clairvoy- 
ant and passed a good part of the season 
at Lake Pleasant, more for rest than be- 
cause of any faith he has {in spiritualism. 


Mr. Dudman is a peculiar man accord- 


ing to his own statement. From his 
earliest days he has had more than the 
ordinary insight into affairs in general. 
He has the gift, he claims, of seeing 
things more clearly than the ordinary run 
of mortals. 
The gift has been his from 


his earliest years though he has not made 
very much of it. In fact it has not kept 
him from meeting the ordinary reverse. 
that fall to most people. His lastest busi- 
ness venture was in the hotel line and is 
was not a success, 
Whether his gift will 


enable him to do better detective work 
than those who have preceded him on 
the mysterious murder case while it has 
not assisted him to rise very high in life 
remains to be seen. 


When Mr. Dudman was at Lake Pleas- 


ant he read of the muwJer that has baffled 
the skill of the sharpest of the state offi- 
cers and has Been this city's nightmare 
since its happening. On reading of it, he 
says that he was moved to come here and 
take some part in ferreting the mur- 
derer out. He did not obey the impulse 
at that time, but when the season closed 
at Lake Pleasant he thought that he 
would come on here and see what he 
could do. 


When he arrived here he was accom- 


panied by his wife, who at present is not 
in the city. One day when Mr. Dudman 
was walking out he came near to the 
scene of the tragedy. Something told 
him that he was in the vicinity, and he 
hailed a man who was passing and asked 
him where the Reed house was. The man 
told him that it was at "that little lane 
around the corner," and he went to the 
lane. He saw the ropes that were told 
would serve him to make the p!aoe 
known, and when he fixed his eyes on the 
spot he had a peculiar vision. He saw a 
man in charge and asked him why the 
ropes were there and was told that. they 
were to keep the place from being run 
down by curious people. He thanked the 
man for his information and went his 
way. 


It was then Mr. Dudman's intention to 


go where the vision that had come to 
him would become and take clear shape 
in his mind. He waudered to the hills 
and sat down to think over his experience- 
As be sat he allowed himself to be taken 
up entirely with the forces that had man- 
ifested themselves to him. The vision 
came back to him in startling clearness of 
detail, and from that moment he felt that 
if the murderer should cross his path that 
he would recognize him. 
He saw the 


horse that drove out of the yard that 
night, the man with the white hat and 
the other man that followed him after the 
bloody deed was done. The man's face, 
the concord and the bay horse were start- 
ingly clear. 


But the old-time detective knew that 


clairvoyance was of ro use in law courts 
and he aet himself to work to find the 
man whose face he saw so clearly that day 
in the hill tops. His efforts in that direc- 
tion were not in vain, he declares, for he 
has gathered testimony that has not been 
known before. He says that he took a" 
ride up Clarksburg way with very satis- 
factory results. While on that ride he 
met a man that he is sure was one of those 
concerned in the crime. 


Mr. Dndman was fortunate he thinks in 


meeting another man at the time be met 
the man with the face that meant so 
much. He returned in the other man's 
team to this city and had a long talk with 
him. This other man told him of a Beads- 
boro, Vt., man who had arranged to visit 
at the Reed house the night of the 
murder. This Readsboro man,Mr.Dudman 
has learned, has the white hat, the Con- 
cord buggy and the bay horse. Mr. Dud- 
man wants to get a look at this Readsboro 
man's face to see if it is the face that 
came to him in the vision. 


Mr. Dudham can't work, he says, with, 


out money. He called on Chief Kendall 
to see if there was any appropriation from 
which a small sum could be drawn. He 
also called on City Solicitor Thayer, but 
was unsuccessful in both cases.
